FROM MEXICO. 
We have intelligence from Mexico, by way of Savan- 
nah, where J. L. Dorsey, Eaq., has arrived, bringing des- 
patches from Gen. Weddy Thompson, our Minister at 
Mexico. The news is important. Mr. Webster's letter 
had not reached Mexico when Mr. Dorsey left, but be is 
of opmica that, on its receipt, Senta Anna will expel the 
Americans from his territory, for siready 2 great excite- 
ment existed, and a spirit of hostility was displayed 
agninet citizens of the United States st Mexico. The 
government of Mexico bad issued ® prociemation in 
te our government, denouncing our citizens as © robbers, 
thieves, and scoundrels,” and holding out the ides thet 
the citizens of the U. States were coming there to plun- 
der their churches of ther gold and silver, insult thew 
females, and abuse their religion. This document con- 
tains a solemn appeal to the people of Mexico to assem- 
ble, and unite tagether for the purpose of resisting the 
Already their army 


Upwards of 20,000 of them have been ordered to the 
frontiers of Texas, with the avowed purpose of re-con- 
quering that country. M. de Bocanagra has resigned 
his station as Minister of Exterior Relations. He hes 
heen succeeded by Mr. Aliaman, who was Minister of 
the same department under Iturbide. 

Mr. Dorsey was delayed in the Guif twenty-four days. 
When he left Vera Crax many of the Texan prisoners 
were then there, and the remainder sbout forty miles die 
tant, waiting for the arrivel of « vessel which had been 
chartered by Mr. Hargoos, the American Consal, to con- 
vey them to Galveston, Texas. The Georgian of the 
‘25th, gives the following additional intelligence, which, 
it will be seen relates to the internal affeire of Mexico. 
“ Things are in 2 very precarious situation. Gen. Senta 
Anna, in virtee of the powers vested in him under the 
Jacabya convention wields the whole political power of 
the Republic, and that the Congress, which recently ss 
sembled, are perfectly subservient to all of his despotic 
views. It was understood that the Congress was dispo- 
sed to reduce the Army, but Gen. Senta Anna was oppo- 
sed to any reduction. The tariff had undergone some 
improvement, and many enormous restnctions removed, 
as regards the introduction of cotton and other articles of 
equal value. This measure has been adopted in conse 
quence of the failare of the cotton crops. The Mezican 
Government expected to receive im the course of the 
summer, essistance, both military and financial, from the 
Southern Republics, For what object, t was unknown. 
Santa Anna held out the idea, thet be required « heavy 
force to subjugete Texas. This may be his view, but 
known as be is, few rety on his deciarstiona. [t is thought 
by many, that he is infusing strength into thie military 
arm of defence, for the purpose of maintaining his seat 
as President. He hax evidently the affections of the sol- 
diers, stationed at the distant stations; but it is well 
known, that General Valencia hes the contro! and good 
feeling of those in the city of Mexico—and hence, the 
jealoustes entertained towards Valeocia by Senta Anna, 
and hence, arises alao the fact, thet Gienera! Zombedenier, 
the brother-in-law of Genera! Valencia, bas been or- 
dered to march with his regiment to the frontiers of 
Texas.” 

The New Orleans Picayune has received a letter from 
Vera Crus, dated 18th of August, giving the following 
intelligence of the reception of Mr. Webster's reply to 
the Mezican Government. It arrived by express on the 
Sth of August, and was said to be couched in the stron- 
geet language. It is believed to have some connection 
with a rumor which prevailed in Mexico, that General 
Isidore Reyes had been thrashed by the Texans some- 


dati Colonel William J. Bailey, im- 
mediately on receipt of the intelligence, raised a party of 
volunteers, and preceeded in persuit of the Indians. He 
came up with them about dark, at the head of Gum 
swamp, pear the Georgia line, and attacked them; 2 se- 
vere battle teok place, in which Walter R. Blackburn, 
Eeq., was mortally wounded, Mr. McMullen, « brother 
of the gentleman above named, was badly shot, end four 
or five others were aleo wounded. (Col. B., athough in- 
ferwr in force, bhebd hie ground, amd being reimtorced by 
& party of ten or fifteen mounted men, drove the Indians 
inte the swamp efter dark. The Indians the same night, 
plundered the prensises of Messrs. Ham and Sandwich 
wear the reed, and burned some buildings of the latter. 
On Friday morning, Col. B. raised seventy-five or eighty 
volunteers, and again started in pursuit; and the Tale- 
hassee Floridian of the 20th, says that a rumor wes afloat 
that he had overtaken them, killed % in battle, took | 
prisoner whom he hung, and was in hot pursuit of the rem- 
due.

Worth withheld 
his order for some time, and sent a boat to Port Leon, 
for the express purpose of hearing whether there was any 
bed news from the war-party, and, on ita return, finding 
all quiet, he issued the order on the | 4th ult. 


CANADA. 

Tt io stated by the Buffalo Jaurmel thet riots have 
taken place in St. Catharines, Upper Canada, in conse- 
quence of the discontent of « large number of poor and 
unemployed Irish laborers at that place. The cireom- 
stances are said to be these. On Wednesday fortnight, 
the laborers assembled in immense masses, with banners 
bearing various devices and inscriptions, and proceeded 
to supply their wente with the strong hand. All efforts 
to arrest their proceedings were unavailing. The (athe 
lic priest ressdent there informed the sutbortes that all 
bis efforts to retain them had proved useices, that they 
were desperate men and would have work or food. The 
town was completely given up to them, nowe daring to 
make any resistance. Mevera! stoves and mille were plun- 
dered of goods and flour, and an American schooner 
boand down, was boarded, and plandered of the pork 
which formed part of her cargo. No lives were lost, but
